At the opening of the
maeting today a telegram received from D,
Oantarients, n Russinn physician at Tills,
was read. It says: Yl learn that the peo-
ple of Bassoun surrendered to an overwhelm-
Ing Turkish army on condition and upon the
solemn promise that no harm would he done
ta them. After laying down thelr arms
the Turkish troops and Kords altacked and
massacred men, women and children and |
pillaged ard burned their homes.  The num-
ber killed must exceed 3,000

A letler was algo read from J, Tekender, an
Armenlan merchant of Parls, and president
of the Armenlan soclety of France, In which
he stated that according to his advices not
less than 12,000 Armenians were tnassacred,

Bpecches were mnde and resolutions passed
strongly denouncing the earl of Kimberly,
meoretary of state for forelgn affaire, and the
Britlsh government for thelr apathy in the

matter and for sereening the Turkish atrac- |

Ities by withhalding Information from the
press. It wan declded to commence an agl-
tatlon oo behall of the Armenfans In the
House of Commons amd to hold Indignation
meetings, the platform of the new movemant
belhg a letter received by the assoclation
from Canon Maleolm MacColl, who was the
first to cull sttention to the Pulgarinn atropi-
Lies of 1877, aflter having seen people -
paled on the banks of the Danube.
PORTE DIRECTLY RESPONSIBLE.

In this letter Canon MacColl says: “'For
almost every massacro lately perpetrated in
Armenla the porte has been responsible, dl-
rectly or ndirectly. 1 muks this assertion
from an Intimate knowledge of thé methods
of the Turklsh adminlstration, The commis-
sion which the porte has ordersd to Inquire
into the Armenian massacre will be like the
commisslon sent to Syrin in 1860, and like
the one sent to Bulgaria in 1877—an utter
farce, the only object belng to throw dust
in the eyes of Burope. The real eriminale
will be exonerated and innocent parties will
ba blamed.

“Even il the porte and the sullan were
slncere, the commission eould not get the
fucts, for by the sacred law of Turkey,
‘which is absolutely uochangeable, Christian
evidence Is never recelved aguninst a Muzsul-
man, and no Mussulman will give evidence
againit a Mussulman in favor of a Christian.

“I'he commission Is obviously a gheer im-
posture. The porte should be forced to ful-
fill his obligations under the treaty of Ber-
lin by the powers or by England acting In
concert with Russia. In any casze England
should Immediately declare hersell relensed
from the Anglo-Turkish convention, by which
shio§8 engaged to resist Russian aggresion in
Armenin by fores of arms.

“Protests are morely waste paper. The
sultan Is forbidden by sacred law to sanc-
tion any reforms {n favor of Christians ox-
cept In the facn of forve.

“L have recelved letters  from  persons
throughout the country, wrgleg that setion b
thken Immediately."

As exposed In the
Honolaly newspapers, the proposed uprising
was planned by & man pamed Katzer, for-
merly an ofcer in the Austrian army and
Liter a sergeant In the Fillh United States
infantry. His plan was Lo secretly arin sev-
ornl hundred royalist sympathizers, and by
goncerted action to caplure the government
oxeculive bullding and take three or four
samall steamers plylng among the lslands and
then form a temporary government at Hilo.
A stoamor was to be quickly =ent 1o Vie-
toria, B. C., for arms and ammunition, and
men who were to have been previously en-
Lsted by an agent now in the United States.
Several thousand dollars have besn pledged
by wealay royalists who were lmplicated.
This plt was exposed to the government,
however, long b fore any actual revolutionary
preparations could be made. Katzer fled to
San Franciseo, and Wetmore, a newspaper
man who had been admitted o the revelu-
thonary clrele and who expossd the plot to
the government, wis a passenger on the same
sleamer.

Tt has a capltal
stock of £200,000. It is held on good authority
not to be «0 much of a fullure as a disagree-
ment beétween the ofMcers of the bank. The
dopositos are as low as $50,000, of which
$20,000 are county funds, United States Sena-
tor George Vest of Missourl, who Is largely
intereated, has arrived, and a directors’ meet-
Ing s now being held. A. 8 Vest is cashier,
I W. Palmer, county treasurer, Is presi-
dent.

The directors declded to notify Comptroller
Eckels and ask for a recelver, which was at
ance done. The closing of the bank has been

contemplated some  time, The Security
Niutlonul bank was the successor of the
Becurlty Btate bank. This In turn was the
successor of the First National bank of

Fraoklin. The Seeurity Natlonal bank was
in the first place hampered by some $20,000
bad assels, atsumed from the
other banks, The present administration was
conservatlve.  Though golng out of busl-
negs in January was contemplated and to
some extent known on the outside, the differ-
rnees of opinion between the officers no doubt
hastened the closing of the dogrs, AN de-

EUKELS ON THE CULERENCY,

Present System a Conglomeration of Emer-
gency Mousnres,

NEW YORK, Nov, 27.—In an article en-
titled “An Essentinl Condition of Prosperity,”
contributed to the December number of the
North American Review, which will be pub-
lshed tomorrow, Hon® James H, Eckels,
comptroller of the United Stites currency,
comments that there can be no hope of undie-
turb#d  and substantial prosperity to  all
claszes of American people unless and until
the whole currency and banking systemn of
the country s formulated into one harmoni-
ous plan, In which ench part shall be ab-
solutely sound in principle and the embodi-
ment of a monetary sclence, Amerlcan
financial legislation has been of the most
perniclous character, and bad leglsiation In
the fleld of finance must always exerh a
destructive Influence on business. There I
scarcely a single act upen the statute book
affecting our curreney system which has
not been placed there simply to meet some
emergency that confronted the country at the
time in the bellef that a difculty might be
bridged over. He cltes ags an example of
emergency measkures the greenback. The
gréonbuck measure fostered a sentiment for
fiat money, In  which he includes sil-
ver frea coinage, The national bank
ourrency measure was  also an  ex-
pedient to  provide a market for the
government bonds. Tt was valuable as af-
fording u perfectly solld ecurrency, but mnot
sufficlently elastic, The Bland net and the
Sherman silver act are reviewed as mls-
chievous measures of temporary expedlency.
The currency systéem of the country result-
Ing from the constant passage of experimental
laws has become so confused and unsound
that Mpr., Eckels wonders not that we have
suffered s0 much financial disaster during
the years of Its construction, but that we
have suffered so little,

““It s not at all surprising,” says he, “that
each morning the first inquiry that addresses
Itaalf to the business man of the country, anx-
lous to satisfy himsell as to business conditions
is, 'Have $1,000 of gold come into the troas-
ury or have §1,000 of gold gone out of the
treasury?' No one can overestimate the det-
rimental Influencs upon the country's pros-
perity which such an uncertinty breeds. It
i an uncertainty which calls a halt upon
every new undertaking and blocks every ave-
nue of trade In which a busy pecple are
engagad.”

"On or about the 16th day of August lust,
your petitioners were notified that all mem-
bers of sald assoclation must dissolve thelr
connection with the same on or before Octo-
ber 8 or falling to do so, would be dis-
charged from the service of the recelvers.

HAVE NO STANDING IN COURT,

“I thought, as I still think, that neither the
assoclation nor Its chief officer had any legal
standing to be heard in complaint of any
action taken or proposed by the recelvers, or
tolnvoke or advise disallowance of any
measure adopted or contemplated by them in
the performance of the duty assigned to
them, They lave made no contract with or
through this assoclation and none had been
made by the company,

The original petition having been disposed
of, Judge Dallas next tukes up the petitlons
of Levi Hicks and George 8. Riley and dis-
poses of them as follows:

“Hoth of thesge persons are in the service
of the receivers nnd both are members of the
unincorporated assoclation known as the
Brotherhood of Rallway Trainmen. A rule
was adopted by the rallrond company in 1857,
has eince been malntalned by It and by the
récelvers, to the effect that no one would be
empleyed In s service who was a member
of such an aszoclation unless he would agree
to withdraw therelrom,

“Lavl Hicke wes employed as brakeman on
October 21, 18%3. The established form of
application, representing that the applicant
wis not_a member of any labor organization,
or that il such m member, he would with-
draw therefrom, was presented to him for
signature, but he theny declined fo state
whether or not he was member of such
an orgunization, and thereupon he was em-
ployed by a subordinite agent of the re-
ceivers and without thelr knowledge or that
of the general superintendent. On orf about
August 15, 1804, he was notified by the lat-
ter that unless he gave up his membarship
in the brotherhood he would be disehnrged.
He still retalned both his membership and
his employment, and on October §, the day
on which thy original petition was filed, and
after, It had been presented, the general
suptrintendent hwad an Interview with others

of the em .aves, at  which no threat
wias  made of  digcharge, but reference
wns made Lo the ngreements under
which the Hien hiad entered the

service of the company and to the ralea of
the company and they did agree to withdraw,
The propesed discharge of George 8. Riley
has no connectlon with s membership in
the Brotherhood of Rallway Tranimen, but
Is solely by his fallure to eatlsfactorily per-
form his dutiee. The clreumstances discloged
in the case of Levi Hicks do not entitle him
to the Interposition of a court of equity in
his behalf. Without snlmadyverting upon his
participstion in the equivocal and exceptional
mesns by which he secured hig present eni-
ployment, it may 6t least be sald that lis
mssumption that the Tact thet he so secured
employment Imposes upon the recelvers an
obllgation to retain It ought not to be sus-
talned.
HAD EXERCISED HIS RIGHTS,

“The purpose to discharge Mr. Hicks unless
he wuld resign from the pesoclation wis com-
munjcated to him about twe months prior to
Oetober B, and hig promisge of that day was
given simply In the xerelse of his right of
election between the alternatives, which had
been previously presented, to his cholee. The
fact is he did angree to sever his connection
with the brotherhood, and though In making
his selection he was doubtless confronied by
a dilemma, it wis obvious that he was not in
any legal sense subjected to compulsion. But
It |8 not necessary that 1 should, and 1 do not
rest my Judgment upon this tardy agree-
ment, It 15 at least centalnly making 1t Mr.
Hlcks acquired no better position than he
obteined before, and without it T am of the
opinion that the receivers wouldl have been
Justified in dismisslng him upon grounds pe-
cullar 10 him and wholly brrespective of the
broad question which he has attempted to
obtrude (nto his case. I results that the pe-
titoner, Hicks, has not made out a case en-
tithinge him to the relief which he seeks, and
it Is even more manifest that he case of
George 8. Rilev Is utterly devold of equity,

Judge Dallas then takes wp the Brotherhood
of Hallway Trainmen and says: *“The real
question, however, Is not whether the Brother-
hoad of Rallway Trainmen is or s not in-
fmleal to the general welfare, but whether
these recelvers should be ordersd to retain
It members in thaer service despite the eom-
